Washington, December 16.—Repre- 
sentative Champ Clark gave out 4 
statement tonight fully outlining his 
platf@érm as the prospective speaker of 
the democratic house of representa- 
tives in the next congress. He pro- 
claims himself in favor of the appoint- 
ment of committees of the house by a 
cummittee, rather than by the speaker; 
and he atates hig belief that the tariff 
should be revised schedule by schedule, 
rather than in one single bill. These 
two subjects, says Mr. Clark, are the 
ones upon which he has been contin- 
ually importuned to make some state- 
ment. 

The democratic members of the 
house sent out a call today for a 
caucus January 19, of the democratic 
membership of the next house of rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Clark’s statement is 
‘both an explanation of the call for that 
caucus and a declaration of his own 
platform as the probable speaker of 
the house, 

Caucus to Elect Committees. 

The caucus will select a ways and 
means committee and a rules commit- 
tee, somewhat larger than the present 
committees. Mr. Clark believes that 
one of the committees should be then 
empowered to select the other com- 
mittees of the house.

O’Dell’s Menoplane Wrecked, 

The afternoon’s events came to a 
close with what came near being a 
very serious accident, and did lead to 
the smashing of H. B. Odell’s Demoi- 
selle monoplane. 

Odell was not down on the program 
for the day, but was asked to make 
a flight in his monoplane in order to 
give the spectators an opportunity of 
seeing a single-surfaced machine in 
action. He consented, but wrecked his 
machine and missed injury himself b¥ 
only a hair’s breadth without ever 
having risen from the ground. 

He started to make his flight some- 
thing like 100 yards north of the grand 
stand. For some unknown reason, 
however, the machine failed to risé 
and ran diagonally into the embank- 
ment in front of the grand stand. It 
then veered wildly across the track 
and brought up with a smash against 
the tire pits on the other side. The 
framework of the machine was badly 
smashed, but Odell and his engine es- 
caped injury. 

Meet Started on Time, 

The first event of the afternoon’s 
performance was begun promptly on 
the minute set—2 o’clock—and within 
a short time all three machines had 
been thoroughly tested and found to 
be in perfect condition. 

After the trial flights, Ward went 
out after the trophy offered for the 
highest altitude reached during the 
meet. He sailed gracefully around the 
track several times, going Higher each 
trip until he was in the neighborhood 
of 1,000 feet above ground. He came 
down with a most spectacular glide, 
which brought the crowd to its fee 
wildly cheering. In alighting, his ma- 
chine ran into the embankment in 
front of the grandstand, but sustained 
no damage. 

While Ward was after the altitude 
record, McCurdy was giving the crowd 
a most remarkable exhibition of dip- 
ping and circling. He went high in 
the air near the middle of the inclosure 
and “pulled” hig famous “spiral glide,” 
landing gracefully on the northern 
turn of the track. He was wildly ap- 
plauded for his spectacular work, 

Races With Autos. 

One of the most exciting features of 
the afternoon were three races be- 
tween the air-men and amateur driv- 
ers of automobiles. In two of these, 
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the autos had slightly the best of 
the argument, but in the other Mc-/ 
Curdy put it over his competitor in a

GOVERNMENT'S CRUSADE’ 
EXTENDS QVER NATION 


Nineteen Arrests in Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey——Cor 
respondence Schools Had No 
Instructors, Syndicates Sold 
Bogus Stock and Doctors Sor- 
ry Medicine, Say Inspectors. 


Washington, December 16.—Informa- 
tion was received late tonight by Post- 
master General Hitchcock and Chief 
Inspector Sharp of the arrest of E. CG 
Drew, president of the Alabama Elec- 
tric Service Company, at Fort Payne, 
Ala., on charges of using the United 
States mails for the conduct of al- 
leged fraudulent enterprises. 

Department officials say that Drew 
is known widely ag a promoter of vari- 
ous industrial corporations, and that 
he has operated not only in the south, 
but also in the west. 

The arrest of Drew was made by 
Postoffice Inspectors Reid and Pember- 
ton, who were assisted in their investi- 
gations by the United States district 
attorney of the Fort Payne district. 

Fraudulent Use of Mails Alleged. 

The general charge against Drew is 
that he used the mail to exploit in a 
fraudulent way companies in which he 
is interested. It is alleged that he sent 
attractive circulars and other adver- 
tising matter through the mails to in- 
duce the recipients to purchase stock 
in hig companies. 

He represented, it is charged, that 
he proposed, throwgh the Alabama 
Electric Service Company, to supply 
electric power to Birmingham and va~ 
rious places in northern Alabama, 
Chattanoga, Tenn., and Atlanta, Ga, 

His company, of which, it is stated, 
he is practically the mainstay, was 
represented to have a capatal stock of 
$3,000,000 being incorporated for that 
amount. It further was represented 
that it had taken over the Fort Wayne 
Fuel and Iron Company, a Louistana 
corporation, with a nominal capital of 
$5,000,000. The latter corporation is 
said to have been organized by Drew.

IN MESHES OF THE LAW 

Philadelphia, December 16.—Nineteen 
arrests were made today in towns in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey in the 
government’s crusade against persons 
accused of using the mails to defraud, 
The arrests were made by postal in- 
spectors, and all the defendants were 
given hearings before United States 
commissioners and held in bail for 
trial or for further hearings on 
charges of “using the mails to de« 
fraud.” 

Seven of the defendants were given 
hearings in Philadelphia. These were 
four officials of the Chain Shoe Stores 
syndicate, with offices in this city; 
two constitute the Pine Heights Com- 
pany, a New Jersey land improvement 
concern with Philadelphia connections, 
and the seventh is a local physician, 
The complete list of defendants, with 
the results of their hearings, follow:

Washington. December 16.—If this 
country is unprepared for war, as offi-

Criticisms and invectives were the 
missiles of destruction fired in broad- 
sides from the opposing factions, the 
exchanges taking the form of type- 
written statements, in which each side 
assailéd the motives of the other. 

Representative Tawney, chairman of 
the committee on appropriations, was 
the target of those who have sought 
to have made public a special report 
sent to congress dealing with the state 
of national defenses, which report was 
rejected because the house of repre- 
senta*ives declined to accept in confi- 
dence the military secrets it was, sup- 
posed to contain. Representative Mc- 
“achian, of California, whose resolu- 
tion of the last session was responsi- 


ble for the preparation for the report, 


and Re,yresentative Hobson, of Ala- 
bama, exponent of militarism, was Mr. 
Tawney’s antagonist. Incidentally, 
Secretary of the Navy Meyer and 
Major General Leonard Wood, of the 
army, were brought into opposing 
camps. 

The statements given out today were 
based upon a newspaper interview 
given yestérday by Mr. Tawney, and 
previous statements given by the 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee declaring that Dickinson’s re- 
port had been timed to influence ec*n- 
gress to vote large sums for an in- 
creased army and navy program. Tak- 
ing exceptions to these statements, Mr. 
McLachlan characterized Mr. Tawney 
as belonging to that class of “alleged 
patriots who have Kept the nation in 
utter ignorance until war has come, 
and has then placed unenduring, un- 
trained, untutored men, armed with ob- 
solete weapons, in the field to uphold 
the national honor.” He decried a con- 
dition which would permit the sending 
of the people to the nation’s defense 
against a prepared enemy, and said 
that “the great Washington pleaded 
against ‘Tawneys’ in the struggle for 
existence.” .

Supreme Court -Holds 
It Constitutional. 


Court Holds Act Is Not in Con- 
flict With Interstate Com- 
merce Laws, and That State 
Has Right to Specify Kind of 
Headlights. | | 


According to a decision handed down 
by the supreme court yesterday the 
railroads of Georgia will have to com- 
ply with the law passed in 1908, which 
requires them to equip all their en- 
gines with electric headlights. 

The court holds that the law is con- 
stitutional and can be enforced. 

The decision of the supreme court 
was rendered in the test case made by . 
the state officials in Richmond county | 
against the Atlantic Coast Line. The 
company was indicted on the charge 
of not carrying the proper headlight 
on engine 373, a verdict of guilty was 
rendered and Judge William F. Eve at- 
tached a penalty of $250 The railroad | 
company appealed the case to the court, 
of appeals. 

Contention of Road. 

Inasmuch as there were several con- 
stitutional questions involved in the 
case the court of appeals cited the case 
to the supreme court. 

The contention was made by the 
railroad company that the law is null 
and void because the journals of the 
house and the senate fail to show that 
it was passed by the requisite consti- 
tutional majority. 

“The law is not unconstitutional on 
that ground,” says the court, “because 
regardless of what the house or sen- 
ate journals may show the law was 
signed by the speaker of the 
house and the president of the senate 
and was duly approved by the gov- 
ernor.”’ 

The court also knocks out the con- 
tention that the jaw is in conflict with 
the interstate commerce laws and holds 
that congress has enacted no laws 
specifying the kind of headlight to be 
used on railroad engines, and further 
holds that any state has a right to 
specify the kind of headlights to be 
used withinin its boundaries, even 
though it should be necessary to 
change the headlights on the boundary 
line of the states.

The law was also attacked on the 
ground that it discriminates and does 
not require mills, log and tram rail- 
roads to be equipped with headlights 
similar to those required of passenger 
and freight locomotives. The court 
holds, however, that the state was 
within its province in making such a 
disinction. 

The law requires that the headlights 
shall consume not less than 300 watts 
at the arc and that the reflector shall 
be not less than 23 inches in diameter. 
Failure to comply with its provisions 
is punishable as for a misdemeanor.

SEVEN MONTHS’ TERM

Advance Step in Education Is 
Taken by Jackson 
County. 


Jefferson, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—At a meeting of the board of 
education of Jackson county, it was 
decided to make the term of public 
schools in the county seven months in- 
stead of five, as contemplated by the 
common school law.

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FELS ON FUNDAMENTALS. 


“Our present system of economics is like suspending a few 
apples from strings and calling on the mob to. scramble for them. 
The tallest men or the best jumpers will get the apples. The just 
and logical plan is to have sufficient apples so placed that all men 
can get their share with due effort—and there are enough apples 
to go around.” 

That is how Joseph Fels, the millionaire propagandist recently 


interviewed by The Constitution, expresses his conception of eco- 
nomic and industrial reform wide as the world. He believes the 
Henry George single tax device is destined to materialize it. 

The single tax, as the reader of average information knows, 
is a tax on land not based on arbitrary standards, but according 
to its value to the community, and the relation the mass has in 
the making of the values, whether a sky-scraper, a gold mine or 
a cotton patch is the inhabitant of the land. 

When Henry George first propounded his doctrine, the over- 
whelming majority of folk dismissed it as chimerical. 

Today one thousand assessors are busy in England revaluing 
al] lands very much according to the reasoning of the Henry 
George theory, though the sweeping details of that theory will 
be put in practice in a modified degree only. 

George’s contention, and Fels’ after him,.is that all wealth 
i: founded on the land. The average economist today admits the 
principle, but what remains yet to be practically developed and 
established are the factors of individual initiative and the doctrine 
of individual property rights which the world has so long accepted 
as to have it embodied in a large part of our organic law. 

To institute the single tax means revolution—‘“evolution,” Mr. 
els calls it. He believes, too, it would materialize that era of 
universal opportunity he declares we are now only approximating. 

We are to hear more of this philosophy, with its “unearned in- 
crement’- features and its approach to what we used to call 
altruism. ; : 

If England’s experiment succeeds—and it now offers many of 
the earmarks of success—an acceleration of single tax sentiment is 
inevitable in this and other countries.

PROPOSED BY HOKE SMITH 


Would it not be wise for the state 
of Georgia to establish a bureau of 
agricultural information for the use 
of the farmers in their homes and 
for instruction of the students in the 
rural schools of the state? 

In the course of his address at the. 
banquet given under the auspices of 
the grand lodge of Georgia Masons 
and che Farmers’ Union at Union City, 
Thursday night, Govternor-elect Hoke 
Smith raised that question and urged 
that the farmers of the state and all 
other citizens interested in‘tNe suc- 
cess of agriculture think over the 
proposition. 

When asked concerning the estab- 
lishment of such a bureau of informa- 
tion, Governor Smith stated Friday 
that he has no details worked out for 
making the proposition a success.

Would it not be well, then, to 
assemble al] this information, giving 
the reasons for the difference in the 
yield, setting forth the pecuflarities 
of the various sotis where differences 
are noted and giving the respective 
methods of farming which each fanm- 
er employs? 

“For instance, take the case of the 
boy in Jackson county, who raised 
over 100 bushels per acre. Why would 
it not be well to explain in detail) what 
methods he pursued? Would it not be 
immensely instructive, not only to 
farmers, but to their children?’ 

Governor Smith declared that the 
vureau of agricultural! information can 
be conducted as extension work at the 
state university, or may be operated 
as a department of the state agricul- 
tura}] department. 

“Those are details which can be @as- 
ily . worked. out,”’. declared Governor 
Smith, “the principal thing I wish to 
know. now is whether or not the suz- 
gestion’ meets with the approval of the 
people of the state, whether or not 
they .think great good can be accom- 
plished *from it.”

REAL ESTATE MEN 
WILL ARBITRATE 


The Atlanta Real Estate Men's As- 
sociation at a meeting held in the 
chamber of commerce yesterday after- 
noon, decided to create a board of arbi- 
tration to settle all differences con- 
cerning sales commissions that may 
arise between members of the associa- 


tion. 

It was the general opinion of the 
members of the association that all 
such differences should be settled in 
an amicable way within the associa- 


tion rather than taken to the courts 
for litigation. 
Will Incoporate. 

The association also decided to in- 
corporate, to draw up a charter and 
to become a member of the National 
Association of Real Estate Exchanges. 

The present yearly dues of $1 for 
each member were raised to $5 for 
each member of a real estate firm, the 
present dues of $1 for a salesman re- 
maining unchanged. 

Three resolutions tending to uplift 
the dignity and integrity of the asso- 
elation were also passed. The first 
of these favors a fixed commission 
of 5 per cent On the first $2,000 of a 
sale and 2% per cent on all over that 
amount. The second favors the ex- 
clusive listing of properties as far as 
practicable. For the benefit of all real 
estate men and customers, it was re- 
solved that the members of the asso- 
ciation adopt a uniform contract 
blank. This blank will be drawn up 
and submitted at the next meeting for 
approval. 

An Arbitration Board. 


The following resolutions, relative 
fo.an arbitration board, drawn up by 
the eommittee on legislation, were 
unanimously adopted:

recommendations: 

First—-The Atlanta Real Hstate Men's Associa- 
tion should stand for unity of purpose and high 
ideals, underhand methods should be frowned upon 
and fair dealings encouraged. 

Second—There is no body of men that con- 
tribute more to the upbuilding of a city or 
country than those engaged in the sale of real 
estate. ‘ 

Third-—Real estate agents dislike to litigate for 
sale commissions and often they surrender what 
they know to be their legal rights rather than 
go into court to sustain them. 

Fourth-—Differences concerning sale commissions 
quite often arise between agents and these dif- 
ferences should be settled {n a satisfactory and 
amicable way. 

Fifth—Any measure looking to fair dealings and 
protection egainst fraud must appeal to all fair- 
minded men and the moral influence will be felt 
throughout the city and state. 

Therefore, it is the sevse of this committee that 
a committee on arbitration be created with the 
following powers and limitations: 

First—--The members of this committee shall be 
appointed each year by the president and shall 
consist of five members and shal] be known as

New Orleans, December 16.—Follow- 
ing the announcement of Acting Gov- 
ernor Lambremont that he would use 
all means necessary to prevent it, the 
scheduled 20-round fight between Tony 
Rose and Jimmy Barry, for the West 
Side Athletic Club next Sunday, was 
called off by the promoters this after-

The majority of the subcommittee 
was Senators Borah and Rayner, 
the minority was Senator Dillingham. 

The question will be submitted to 
the full committee next Monday. 

The shape in which the resolution 
will finally reach the senate cannot be 
| foretold. It may*come in so amended 
'that it cannot possibly pass. The sen- 
/ate has never enthused as a body over 
the question of having its members 
| elected by the people; still, thirty-six 
members of the present body have said 
they approved the principle. 


An Element of Danger. 


Sothern senators in their discussion 
and votes will seek to guard the states 
in their right to restrict the suffrage 
as they choose within the limitations 
of the fifteenth amendment. A citizen’s 
right to votes comes from the state, 
but if congress provides for the elec- 
/ tion of United States senators, it may 
say who is entitled to vote in such 
elections. 

This introduces elements of danger 
which will be readily recognized by 
those southern states which have pass- 
ed disfranchisement laws. 

In the case of a contested election, 
the senate would be utterly unable t 
canvass the vote of an entire state, and 
the result would be that the party in 
| the majority would be tempted to de- 
l'cide the contest on purely factional 
grounds. 


Bills Always Fail in Senate. 

The house has passed on three oc- 
casions a resolution providing for pop- 
—— election of senators, but it has 
always failed in theg upper house. 
| Sixty-three votes will be required to 
| pass the. resolution, but thirty-seven 
| state legislatures have approved the 
| plan, and thirty-six members of the 
| present senate have already expressed 
‘their favorable conviction. Fifteen sen- 
}atops are non-committal and twelve 
, oppose it. Senators Fletcher, Johnson 
and Money, democrats, are opposed. 
Senator Fletcher believesjin state pri- 
mary laws to secure the desired end. 
Florida now has such laws, and re- 
quires the successful candidate to re- 
ceive a majority, instead of a plurality, 
of the votes. 


Bacon Favors Popular Elections, 

Senator Bacon said he favored the 
selection of United States senators by 
the people, and added: 

“I would prefer a constitutional 
amendment directing the choice of 
United States senators by direct pri- 
maries in the states, reserving to the 
states the right to determine the quali- 
fication of electors, and making it ob- 
ligatory upon the state legislature to 
elect the man chosen by the people. 

“It would be dangerous to the south 
to give to cong®ess the sight to de- 
| termine the qualification of electors in 
the states.” 

The subcommittee has been consid- 
ering a resolution introduced by Sen- 
ator Bristow, of Kansas, but the meas- 
ure adopted was the Tucker resolution, 
which was passed by the house in 
1892. The Bristow resolution was held 
not to provide sufficient machinery to 
put into force and direct elections of 
senators, but the end sought by the 
Kansas senator is declared to be ac- 
complished by the measure agreed 

pon, 

Whether the senate will be called to 
act upon the resolution at the present 
session depends upon the attitude of 
the judiciary committee next Monday. 
The report of the majority of the sub- 
committee will be presented by Senator 
Borah. It !s expected that Senator 
Dillingham will make a minority re- 
port. 

The constitutional amendment fa- 
vored by Senators Borah and Rayner 
contains the following provision to be 
inserted in the constitution: 

“The senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two senators from 
each state, elected by the people 
thereof, for six years, @nd each sena- 
tor shall have one vote. 

‘The electors in each 


State shall 
electors of the most numerous branch 
of the state legislatures. 

“The times, places and manner of 
holding elections for senators shall be 
prescribed in each state by the legisla- 
ture thereof.”’
